How Pins are Manufactured 


Solid headed pins were first made in 
England in 1797, by Thomas Harris. 
Pins were first made in the United 
States at the time of the Revolution, 
by Jeremiah Wilkinson, a uative of 
Rhode Island, A machine for making 
solid headed pins was invented in 
1824 by a New Hampshire man. But 
it was not until 1881 that the first ma- 
chine for making pins, such as are in 
use today, was brought out. From 
that time on, improvements in pin 
making machinery have been made, so 
that at the present ti.ne pins are made 


almost entirely without the ald 


human hands, 

In making pire, a pair of pincers 
seizes the end of-a brass wire, which 
is wound on a spool, and draws out a 
length of it. The wire runs between 
steel posts, which straightens it. The 
end of this wire is now caught by two 
clamps and a cutter cuts off enough 
to make one pi. A small piece of 
the wire from which to form the head 
is left projecting from the clamps. 
The head of the pin.is not formed by 
one blow, as in the case of nails, but 
by three rapid blow of © forming die 
or hammer, which moves forward 
about one-twentieth of an inch after 
each blow. If it Was struck but once 
the wire would be bent and would not 
form a perfect head. 

The pins drop from the clamps of 
an incline sieel plane beneath in 
which are grooves larg cnough to ad- 
jmit the shank, but will not permit the 
head of the pin to pass through. As 
the pins move slowly down the incliffe 
plane, the points come in contact with 
a revolving cylinder beneath. This cy-| 
linder, the surface of which is corrug- 
ated lil - a iile, revolves parallel to the 


! grooves down which the pins are mov- 


j ing. The cylinder comes in contact 
with the pins on only one side as they 
;move down the grooves this causes 
them to turn around and aiound, so 
that the revolving file sharpens them 
evenly on all sides. When the pins 
reach the end of the rooves they are

The Sultanate ot Zanzibar, just off 
the coast of central Africa,. comprises 
four islands—Zanzibar, Pemba, Mafia 
and Lamu. 1

perhaps nine-tenths of the cloves of | 


the world. The climate and soil af 
the two islands of Zanzibar and Pem- 
ba seem peculiariy adapted to the 
vrowing of this important article. 
Many of the trees are 90 years old, al- 
though most of the clove plantations 
on Zanzibar Island date from 1872 
when a terrific cyclone swept over it, 
doing fearful damage to the trees, 

Clove trees begin to bud about Jan- 
tary or February, and the picking is 
done any time after July, continuing 
for about four months, as the trees 
riven irregularly. When the cloves 
have been picked they are exposed on 
mats to the sun for six or seven days, 
and are then sent to tha custom house 
where the Government exacts an ex- 
port duty of 25 per cent 

The crop is a very uncertain one, a 
heavy yield one year, and compara- 
tively nothing the next. The bulk of 
the cloves are bought by American, 
Germe@: and Indian fyms, and are 
sent to Bombay, Hamburg and Lon- 
don. Most of the cloves are used in 
distilling oil of cloves, which in turn 
ts employed in the manufacture of 
drugs, perfumes, confectioneries, etc. 

Another great product of Zanzibar 
is copra, which is the dried interior 
of the cocoanut. The cocoanut trees 
grow throughout the Sultanate with- 
out cultivation; land is sold by the 
number of cocoanut trees on it. A 
tree will yield from 100 to 120 nuts a 
yield; the crop is gathered about every 
our months. The nuts are split open 
and dried in the sun for several days, 
when the product is ready for ship- 
| ment. France consumes most of the 
| copra, which is used in the manufac- 
ture of soap, oil cakes, ete. 
| Approached from the ocean the city 
of Zanzibar presents a beautiful pic- 
ture; the snow-white Arab houses are 
set against a background of soft 
tropical green; lying close to the shore 
are the hundreds of native dhows with 
their quaint sails, while farther out, in 
the deep waters, are the foreign ships. 
A prominent building on the water- 
front is the palace of the Sultan, 
which suggests a hotel at one of the 
Atlantic watering places, with its wide 
verandas and square lantern. Back of

2. Orders, mintature decorations 
and medals may be worn with even- 
ing dress on the following occasions; 
(a) at the opening and prorogation of 
provincial legislatures; (b) on official 
occasions at the residence of the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of a province with- 
in that province. 

8. The foregoing are the only oc- 
casions when orders, miniature decor- 
ations and medals will be worn with 
evening dress,

Rooms that in old days went for 
$1.50 now fetch $2.50 or $2.75 per 
week, . The same pea soup and lamb 
mint sauce that brought $2.60 per 
week a year or two ago is now $3.25 
or even 94.00. The economic pro- 
fessors explain and explain, but the 
ew prices stick. 

These prices of $8.25 to $4.00 per 
week for board are in many cases pro- 
hibitive for students working their 
way through college. Take the theo- 
logs in Wycliffe. They work in the 
summer preaching for $25 a month 
and expenses, If they had to pay $5 
or $6 a week for board and room 
they would be heavily involved before’ 
the end of their college days, Tho 
authorities of Wycliffe have come to' 
the rescue by providing board and 
room for only $4 a week and free: 
tuition. ' 

Other students have not such kind, 
authorities to look after them. They 
manage to get along by going into 
the restaurant business themselves in’ 
a small way, About 25 members, 
have been found a convenient number: 
for the scheme, 

A woman is hired to cook for them 
and furnish a room in her home 
whero they can eat. One of their 
own number is appointed buyer and 
he spends a part of every day down 
town picking up job lots of victuals 
at bargain rates. ‘The board for the 
whole bench need not amount to 
more than $2.60 per week apiece and 
it has often been done for less, There 
are a great many of these clubs in 
operation between Avenue road and 
Yonge, above and below Bloor, 

One thing that seems inzurmount- 
able fs the rising price of rooms, One 
used to get a half decent single room 
for as low as $1.50 a week. Now it 
is a very plain room thut can be had 
for two dollars and if it faces the 
north, the sun dees not enter from 
one year’s end to the other. A dou- 
ble room with any kind of comfort 
runs as high :s $4 or $5 a week. 

Students complain that private 
houses are hardly ever well hoated 
and where there is a houseful of mixe 
ed boarders and only one bath com- 
plications are bound to arise. In the 
University residences that is impos- 
sible, There are showers and tubs 
in plenty and heat is supplied ad in- 
finitum. ‘The price at the University 
for a room ranges from $2.50 to 
$3.60. . At Knox Collcge it is about 
$5 per week for board and room and 
the same at McMaster.

Houses Built Without Nails. 

In Alberta there is a village of 
houses which have been constructed, 
without nails. As a matter of fact, 
little or no hardware of any charace 
ter has entered into their construce 
tion. These houses have been built 
by Ruthenian immigrants and their 
architecture is quite novel. Their 
firat attemp’s at house bullding are 
usually of the kind they had been 
accustomed to over in Europe, and 
thir buildings are of the typical Ru- 
thenian stvle——log, pitch-roofed, 
thatched and wide in the eaves, 

In many cases these buildings are 
put up without a dollar's worth of 
hardware. Even the door, an affair 
of slender twigs woven and laced to- 
gether, swings on home-made hinge#® 
and i3 latched with a wooden hagp. 
The floor is of hewn logs, unnailed. 
The roof, as the favorite Russian 
roof always is, is a wonderful fabrio 
of poles and cross-woven wheat 
straw, 10 inches thick, packed tight 
and solid, and laid with such care 
that it will stand the weather for 20 
years.

in Berlin, to check emigration to Can- 
ad will interest Canadians. The writ- 
er resolved to obtain a gencral view 
of the country by traveling across 
the continent.
